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Collection Development for Loris Middle School Library 

Our proposed collection is developed for the Loris Middle School Library. The school is 
located in Loris, South Carolina and is a part of the Horry County Schools District. The 
estimated population of Loris is about 2,600 people with 61% of the city’s population being 
Caucasian, 34% Black/African American, 4% Hispanic, 0.4% Asian, and 0.3% American Indian 
and Alaska Native (Data USA, n.d.). Approximately every fifth citizen (18.8%) of the city 
currently lives below the poverty line. Median household income is approximately $32,000 a 
year (Data USA, n.d.; U.S. Census Bureau, n.d.). 

Loris Middle School Library is a rural Title 1 school district serving a diverse population 
of students. The school has 685 students for the 2020 -2021 school year. Broken down by 
demographic, the school serves 2% Asian, 8% Hispanic, 41% African American/Black, 48% 
Caucasian, with 3% identified as two or more races. The average household income is $27,000 
per year, with the highest institutional poverty cases in the district. The average age of a book in 
the library is nine years old. The diversity in authorship, theme, and main characters are 
comparable to our diversity numbers. The library receives 800 dollars from the school district 
and 800 dollars from the principal; all other funds must be gained through book fairs and the sale 
of school supplies, posters, and stickers. 

In the library's mission statement, the library promises to be a premier library system 
within a world-class school system where every student receives the services necessary to obtain 
a high-quality education. The school libraries will be welcoming centers organized around high- 
quality teaching and learning. The library shares its mission statement with the school district. 
The strength of the statement is clear, concise, and easy to understand. This can also be a 


weakness as it lucks detail in how the library will work with the school to achieve those goals. In 
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an attempt to apply to school and library, the mission statement does not mention the myriad of 
ways it promotes reading, literacy skills, or the informational resources available to its clients in 
the school and its community. If the library were going to improve the mission statement, we 
would customize it to only apply to the school library, make the statement concise as possible, 
and poll members of the community, facility, and student body for suggestions on how it could 
be updated and improved. Loris Middle uses the state's collection development policy and breaks 
down the criteria for selection, materials necessary, and a rubric to judge the collection directly 
from the state library standards. The policy's strength is in its details and clear breakdown of 
resources needed to help the students be successful. The weakness is the policy's lack of details 
regarding electronic resources and Open Access material guidelines. To improve this policy, the 
library would add sections pertaining to electronic resources and Open Access resources missing 
in the original policy to give librarians more direction as they navigate this increasingly digital 
landscape. The scope statement is incorporated in the collection policy guidelines per grade 
level. If one can show how materials Lexile, content, and find at least two positive reviews 
attesting its appropriateness, such materials can be included in the collection. This gives school 
librarians more freedom to take user input, diversity needs, and a wide variety of educational 
resources in the collection without being rejected for being out of scope. The weakness of not 
having a separate scope statement is that a new librarian could struggle in determining if a 
resource is in scope or not. The state standard also gives clear metrics to examine the library's 
collection against state standards. The library needs to add a scope section of the policy with 
clear inclusion and exclusion guidelines that cover multiple formats into the collection. To 
guarantee collections make all relevant resources available to the users in multiple formats and 


genres (Johnson, 2018, p. 121). 
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The school and library have been working on addressing the literacy divide as some 
children cannot read at their grade level when joining the school. This literacy divide deepened 
even further with the beginning of the COVID-19 pandemic, officially announced by the Word 
Health Organization on March 11, 2020 (World Health Organization, 2020). The existing 
collection’s diversity is comparable to its demographics; however, the library is interested in 
updating its collection with new releases that would ensure students from underprivileged groups 
have feelings of belonging and able to identify themselves with characters in the available 
reading materials. 

We propose to upgrade the existing Grade 6 English and Language Arts (ELA) collection 
with novel and diverse materials. Our identified priorities include the following: 1) identify new 
age appropriate high quality materials about People of Color and Black/African American 
communities and preferably written by People of Color or Black authors, and 2) acquire the 
number of great quality resources about Indigenous People and preferably created by Indigenous 
authors. 

Collection Development and Management 
Existing Collection Evaluation 

The library's mystery collection is an excellent example of a collection tying into an 
organization's mission statement, collection development policy, and core values. The collection 
includes books that feature a diverse collection of authors and main characters of many races, 
religions, creeds and sexual orientations portrayed in a positive manner. The books are all on a 
6th to 8th-grade Lexile and meet the exemplary age requirement from the state department of 
education. The stories also reflect students’ interests and are age and developmentally 


appropriate. This collection exemplifies all metrics handed down by the state in our collection 
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development standards. The books in the collection also meet the following criteria " (a) 
identification of the relevant; (b) evaluation (Is the item worthy of selection?), and assessment (Is 
the item appropriate for the collection?); (c) decision to purchase; and (d) order preparation and 
sometimes placement (Johnson, 2018, p. 122). One can identify relevance based on student 
interest and connection to the standards, evaluate worth based on Lexile, circulation data, and 
age, and evaluate appropriateness based on reader reviews and student feedback, then decide to 
purchase and make the order in line with collection policies," by following the CREW 
(continuous review, evaluation, and weeding) approach (Johnson, 2018, p. 199). MUSTIE 
(misleading, ugly, superseded, trivial, irrelevant, and elsewhere) approach is another useful tool 


in the weeding process (Johnson, 2018, p. 202).

Suggested Collection Resources 

Libraries strive to have their collections accommodating the needs of the entire 
population while meeting its mission and vision (Holden, 2010; Johnson, 2018). To achieve this 
goal, selected resources need to be multi-dimensional in all aspects, including age, ethnicity, 
origin, gender, race, age, socio-economic, abilities, etc. (p. 21). School libraries have additional 
obligations; they require meeting learning standards, identified in the district’s and Common 


Core Standards (www.corestandards.org) (Johnson, 2018). 





The South Carolina Department of Education’s (2012) collection standards document for 
school libraries calls for a about 50-50% fiction versus non-fiction collection reviewed on an 
annual basis, with one to five percent (depending on the category) of the collection being 


updated yearly (p. 5). Based on collection development practices and requirements, we are 
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proposing to acquire 8 (50%) fiction and 8 (50%) non-fiction (educational) resources. The 
existing school library collection seems to include a relatively good representation of White 
(about 50%) and Black (about 40%) communities, but may benefit from adding Indigenous 
(currently, less than 1%) and People of Color voices (currently about 13%). This approach helps 
to better align the collection with the school library’s mission and vision statement, which is to 
ensure every student receives an excellent education. The newly proposed addition to the 
existing collection includes 9 (56%) print books, 3 (19%) e-books, and 4 (25%) digital web- 
based sources. It includes 6 (33%) Indigenous, 5 (28%) mixed culture/ethnicity, 3 (17%) People 
of Color, 2 (11%) disable, 1 (5.5%) undocumented immigrants, and 1 (5.5%) Black sources. 

This collection was developed by following the four-step process (Muglia, 2016a). 
Specifically, we have identified and evaluated resources based on their applicability for the 
targeted audience, analyzed them, prior to making a decision to acquire and order selected 
materials. We have also created a communication plan to notify all stakeholders about new 
additions to the collection. While developing this collection, we kept in mind it needed to be 
multi-dimensional, having both the user and the collection in mind (Muglia, 2016a, b). Our 
approach to this collection also follows the SMART (specific, measurable, achievable, and 
realistic) approach (Johnson, 2018, p. 82).

When selecting books for the Loris school library we remembered the question asked by 
Allison and Puente (2018), “How do we support Indigenous...community members and improve 
their experience within heritage institutions?” (para 3). We believe that by bringing in books 
written by Indigenous authors about their cultural heritage, traditional ceremonies, and beliefs 
will not only help to reunite Indigenous children with their ancestry roots but to also share these 
experiences with children from all backgrounds. 

Neekna and Chemai are names of two girls from the Okanagan Valley Indian tribe. 
Together with these little girls, readers learn about seasonal nature and wildlife changes. 
Together with these young girls readers learn from the girls’ great-grandmother about various 
species and food sources and Indigenous beliefs and traditional ceremonies. 

The book is written by Jeannette Armstrong, poet and activist, who was born on the 
Okanagan Reserve. As a Canada Research Chair in Okanagan Indigenous Knowledge and 


Philosophy, she researches, preserves, and analyzes Nsyilxcn oral stories.

Understanding “local needs” of the targeted community is a must for every collection 
developer (Johnson, 2018). This helps to ensure we include “all voices in our collections" 
(Baidon, 2018). We have selected this award-winning book to update our collection with voices 
of undocumented immigrants. 

Efren Divided book is written by a Californian author Cisneros Ernesto for grades 4 to 6 
students. It is the first book written by the author who holds degrees in English and Fine Arts in 
Creative Writing and a credential in Teaching. The book is a recipient of the 2021 American 
Library Association Pura Belpre Children Author Award (American Libraries, 2021) and Pura 


Belpre Award (2021). 
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The story describes a boy named Efren who though was born in the United States, has 
parents who are both undocumented Mexican immigrants. Both his parents accepted low paid 
jobs and his father works two jobs to provide for the family. Efren is an “A” student who 
completes his homework assignments and comes to a class on time. Once his mother is deported 
to Mexico, it is up to Efren to take care of his young twin brother and sister. Efren is the only one 
in a family who could go to Mexico to try and bring his mother back. The book includes Spanish 
phrases (and a glossary of Spanish words/phrases), helpful to those Spanish-speaking children 
learning English as a second language.

Each book is evaluated based on its “own metrics" (Johnson, 2018, p.126). This particular 


book is selected based on its unique value and content. This book also combines both fiction and 
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nonfiction. The book’s main characters are disable children. The story is also about the role of 
service dogs who help disable people to live normal lives and operate the world often designed 
for able people. It is recommended that collection development librarians pay attention to local 
sources of information about local books coming out of press (Johnson, 2018). We picked this 
book with this recommendation in mind. 

Odyssey and Shammy Go to School is a book with two sections. First section is about two 
students with disabilities coming on the first day of school with two service dogs, Odyssey the 
Labrador Retriever and Shammy the Golden Retriever. One of these students is a girl who is 
blind and the other is a boy who is in a wheelchair. There are many important messages in these 
books as it explains to its readers that people with disabilities are like other students, service 
dogs provide invaluable service to disable people helping them to navigate the world, and why 
others are not supposed to feed or pet service dogs. Second section of this book contains 
interviews with service dogs’ owners and trainers. It also shares information about how trained 
dogs detect changes in people with medical diseases such as low blood sugar in diabetes, 
seizures in epilepsy, and how they can sniff a coronavirus.

Though a little girl named Regina Petit is a fictional character, the story is based on the author’s 
own family’s and other Indians’ experiences that occurred after her tribe’s termination in 1954. 
This story is about an Indigenous girl and her family trying to retain her Indigenous identity at 
the same time seeking ways to fit into the new American culture. It is about the life experiences 
before and after their tribe’s land was taken away and their Indian status was cancelled by the 
government. This novel is also about Indigenous traditions and what it truly means to be an 
Indian. Included is a The Beaver and the Coyote story that helps a reader to understand how 
Indigenous people felt when their homeland was taken away from them.

Britannica Library Children is an encyclopedia for young school children and is 
innovative and interactive. It includes trivia questions engaging readers and making learning fun. 
Libraries and especially school libraries are encouraged to review and evaluate available free 
web-based resources to become accessible through the library’s website (Johnson, 2018). 
Britannica Library is an excellent digital literacy resource meeting the needs of school children.

In addition, ProQuest complies with 
the Section 508 regulations, Web Accessibility Guidelines, and follows the accessibility 
standards as recommended by the American Library Association (Johnson, 2018). This 
commercial provider’s financial stability also meets the requirements (Johnson, 2018, p. 163). 
Its commitment “to ensure every reader has a book-and every book has a reader’ fits perfectly 
into our collection plan (ProQuest, 2018). 

Budget 

The total cost for the physical print books, referencing their average retail price without 
including any discounts the school library may negotiate for, is about 117 United States dollars. 
These physical materials are planned to be sourced from vendors at the warehouse price. The 
total cost for e-books, referencing their average retail price but not taking into account the 
various licensing models required for libraries, is about 53 dollars. The total cost for audio-visual 
resources is about 525 dollars per year. The total cost for expanding the school’s commercial 
database is about 1000 dollars per year based on estimates from competing commercial 
databases. This comes to a total of $1,695 for this year and possibly $1,525 in subsequent years. 


Shipping will vary based on purchasing source and items ordered. As such, the finalized cost will 
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vary depending on negotiations on part of the library and subscription plans chosen. The 
library’s budget is about 1,600 dollars (800 dollars from the school district and 800 dollars from 
the principal, with additional funds obtained through events such as book fairs and school dances 
and the sale of school supplies, posters, and stickers). 

Dissemination Plan 
“Visit new worlds, meet new people, both mundane and mythical.” 

The addition of these materials will greatly boost diversity within our collections while 
being relevant to today’s children. Studies have shown children are influenced by their 
environment. In this context, this means that the entertainment children consume, whether it be 
television shows, books, and video games, add to their perception of the world. By including 
more materials with a physically and ethnically diverse cast and encouraging them to ponder 
even further, these students can develop a diverse perspective that everyone is possible of 
anything. This benefits not only the people these students will interact with in the future, but also 
themselves as they see themselves capable of anything. 

We plan to introduce these many of the new digital and print books, hopefully with other 
diverse materials within our collection, through a promotional campaign with the tagline “Visit 
New Worlds, Meet New People, Both Mundane and Magical.” We plan to use a similar 
promotional tactic employed overseas where we use eye-catching illustrations and vivid 
storytelling to introduce these materials. In turn, this stirs both the curiosity and imagination 
expected in children located between 6th and 7th grade. Afterwards, we introduce the other 
suggested materials as secondary research materials in case students want to learn more. At this 
time, we are planning to tie in a sub-campaign where we try to familiarize students with using 


the newly introduced database and audio-visual materials as resources which can be used for 
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casual research. This will inspire use of these resources as something more precise than a simple 
internet search. 
Conclusion 

All and all, we hope for these recommended materials to be included for selection into 
the Loris Middle School Library. Many of these materials not only satisfy current local and state 
requirements, but also have received acclaim in their prospective fields and can contribute 
greatly to the school’s mission of providing a world-class education and perspective. Finally, the 
included de-selection plan and promotional campaign helps rekindle a love for reading and a 
curiosity of the unknown so the students can stand on the world stage with a wider perspective 


and skillset. 
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
